Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art discloses adjacent belt conveying device with sloping sides forming the 
adjacent belts. The closest pnor art does not disclose the adjacent belts have a plurality 
of hinged segments forming substantially continuous sloping sides, each of the hinged 
segments having an open cleft on a top of a ridge between the sloping sides of each 
segment and the closest prior art does not disclose the cross-section of the segments 
as being substantially U-shaped such that the sloping sides in between the adjacent 
belts forma sorting channel.
